OAVES IN NEW ZEALAND.

tome Very Interesting Facts Contained
in an Officlal Report, .

A recent report of the surveyor gen-
eral of New Healand conteins an po-
pount of a visit to the Waitomno eaves,
in the King Countey, In the North
lsland, n summary of which is given in
The London Times The Waltomo
[ river, & teibutary of the Waipa, whick

f passes through these eaverns, lies about

vighty-five miles south of Auckland, in
nstralght line,. The caves are about
ten miles from Otorohangn rallway sta
tion. The country around I undulat-
Ing. A quarter of amile before the
enves are reached the Waitomo, about
twenty feet in width, s scen emerging
from the side of a hill under which it
hax flowed through limestone caverna
of varioussizes for about twenty chalna
A light canoe can be taken along the
river through the caves to within n
short distance of the egress, where fur
ther progress is barred by the roof com:
ing down to the water. At the en
|tnum to the cavern the stream is eight
feet deep. The natives have never had
the courage to enter.

The entrunce to the cave is 30 feet
wide and 20 feet high, and is in the
face of a cliff. 1t is beautifully arched
with numerons moss and lichen cov
ored stalactites, The visitor is taken
Ina canoe ninety feet from the eu-
trances and landed on asillt eovered
bench., By the aid of candles, for all
is now dark, he finds himself among
ponderous stalnotites, three foot to six
feet thick, reaching from the roof,
twenty feet above, to within a foot of
the ground. Everywhere and over the
extensive and intricate cavern are seen
stalactites and stalagmites of immense
size in vast numbers, with marvelous
beauty of form and color. At one
place the dark vault is studded with
thousands of glowworms, giving it the

oo of n starlit sky. Passing
down the left bank of the stream for
140 feet, over o large deposit left by
Doods, the stream is crossed by means
of a foot bridge. From the entrance
to the bridge the cavern averages 50
feet in breadth and from 20 to 30 foot
in height. After crossing the bridge a
sharp turn to the right is made up a
steop ineline for a distance of seventy
feet to the foot of the ladder, which
leads to a narrow passage 4 feet wide
and 15 feet high, which is the entrance
to the Grand cavern,

Here is the bottom of the “well"—a
narrow shaft running to another series
of eaves above, The well is four feet
across and perfectly rogular, as if made
by human hands, and its sides are
beautifully marked with horizontal
streaks formed of laminated limestone,
In the grand cavern is an inunense
wound of materials, evidently fallon
fromn the rool. Beyond the rool rises
and forms two domes, one 350 feet
high., Forty feet up is the entrance to
another eavern. Bevond the dome
there is a sudden fall, the roof lower
ing so much that the visitor bas to
stoop. The length of the grand eavern,
at the end of which the stream is aguin
met with, is 250 feet. It varies in
width from 15 to 40 feet, and from 20
to 60 feet in helght. Up to this point
the color I8 a dull brown and light
yellow, but in the upper galleries,
thirty feet above, there are alabaster
and Parian marblelike scenes of un-
surpassed loveliness,. Twenty feet
above the grand gallery is the organ
gallery, so called from the ap
pearance of the great stalagmitio mass,
150 feet from ts entrunce, rising tier
npon tier, like the front of an organ
with warble pipes. From the grand
gallery the main gallery above Is
reached by a twenty-five foot ladder,
and 60 feet along it Is the “‘well"”
Here it is 12 feet in diameter, with
smooth sides of hard limestone, and the
sound of moving water is beand below.
This is 45 feet above where it was first
seen, Fifty feet from the upper wall
is a fairy grotto, and through an arch-
way 30 feet in longth is the banquet
chamber, At the end of this ehamber
is the white terrnce, a stalagmitic mass,
rising in n series of terrnces.  From this
the upper entrance to the caves Is
reached, high in & wooded cliff 60 feet
above and direetly over the lower en-
trance. The report describes other
galleries and caves in the same place,
but these are the principal ones,

A Diet of Lean Meat and Wailer,
Life and health ean be sustained in
definitely on a diet of lean tmeat and
water, according to Professor J. W.
Good, of the Manitoba Medieal college.
The servants of the Hudson's Bay eom-
pany in the Athabasea district and in
the Mackenzie river region depend en
tirely on the natural food supply of the
country, some living on meat alone and
sowme solely on flsh.  Great bodily and
mental vigor has been retained on such
a diet for perinds of twenty or thirty
years, with singular freedom from con-
stipation and indisposition of every
kind. Scurvy has appeared only where
salt meat has been provided for winter
use.

OUOKOO  FOLK LORE,

Curiona Tdens, Bellef and Fuets About
the Strange Wird,

He must be a well read man who can
exhanst the subjeot of ouckop folk Tore,
No bird fapo much notieed by rustios
and round no other bird have so many
curious fancles orystallized. Llke the

several familiar plants are named

v it and when it has once arrived it

must eat three meals of cherries, so-

eording to the folk lore, bofore it censes
its song, while—

The firet cock o' hay
Frights the cuckoo away.

And then (after St. John's day) he
turns into a hawk, Almost every game-
keepor at the present day shoots
euckoos in consequence of this belief,
although he vould not well spare themw,
inasmuch as the euckoo “sucks little
binds' oggs to make her voice clear,™
In Yorkshire this bird influences agri-
culture:

Whiet koo calls on the baret horn
Bell your cow and buy your corm.

Woe betide you if you donot turmn
the money in your pooket on fiest hear-
ing the bird! If yon have plenty of
coins at that time endless good fortune
will follow you throughout the year,
and any wish within reasonable limits
will then be granted.  Hero is auother
farmers’ proverb, the interpretation of
which Is sell evident:

Cuckop oats and wooldcock bay
Muke n farmer ron away.

Not only does the euckoo prognosti-
cate length of life, but what s still
more interveting it is able to tell mald-
ens how many years they will remain
upmarried. A pretty Bohemian super
stition wccounts for the fuct of the
euckoo building no nest, but laying her
own egg in that of a linnet or hedge
sparrow, On the feast of the Annnn-
clation, it seems; old custom preseribed
that birds should leave off building
their nests; the cuckoo was an exeep-
tion, and worked as unsunl. It was
therefore eursed and deprived of a hus-
band, Some may be glad to know that
they ean insure themselves against lom-
bago the rest of the year by rolling
over and over in the grass the tirst tiine
the ouckoo i8 heard. Its note is pro-
verbially monotonous, and the Seotch
have a saying, “Ye're like the cuckoo,
ye hae but one song.” lts depositing
its egg in n strange nest and leaving it
there to be hatched s the origin of
Shakespeare's rather foreod jokes on its
name—*''A word of fear, unpleasant to
a husband’s ear.”

In the ancient system of medicine
the cuckoo was a bird of much valune
The body of a enckoo, for Instance,
next the body in a hareskin caused
sleep. These are samples of the genias
for the marvelous which so dominated
men's miinds in the Middle ages, and
which still remning in out of the way
districts. The strange habits of the
cuckoo tended to the formation of these
myths, and nothing could be too wild
or extravagant to father on s0 enrions
n bird.

Aundd yet the faets of the enckoo's life
and economy are 5o curious that no in-
ventive powers nre required to heighten
the bird's atteactiveness. [t is sup
posed that the wales eonsiderably out-
number the females, and that the lat-
ter do not sing. The cuckoo s a parn
sitienl bird, leaving its eggy o be
hatehed and its young to be renred by
foster parents, Two birds, belonging
respectively to North and South Amer
lea, somewhat akin to our starling
(Molothrus peeoris and M. niger) pos
sess analagoas habits, and with the
enckoos are the only birds which fasten,
a4 it were, on another bird, upon whose
food they live and whose death wonld
involve theirs during the period of in-
fancy.

male cuckoo lays her egg, not in the
nest which she seleets, but on the

— sométimes  close, at other
titnes some little distanes from the
nest—and then transports it in her bill
to the nest where she desires to lenve
it.  Professor Newton remarks that
cuckoos have ocensionally been shot
while thus ecarrying their cggs, and
thinks, with mueh show of reason, that
this eustom has probably given rise to
the belief that they suck the eggs of
other birds; to which we would wdd
the corroborative fact that they are
continually mobbed by other birds ns
if they were mischievous robbers,  The
egg, as most school boys know, is very
varinble in color.

When it Is hatehed the young cuckoo
speedily thrusts out its foster. parents’
eggs, and even any young ones, shoul-
dering them, as it were, on its back, as
Jonner (who actually saw the prooess)
deseribes it, and then throwing them
out of the nest with o jerk. Most resi-
dents in the country must have noticed

after it has flown from the nest, resting
on the lawn or on & tree in a helples,
begging attitude, nolsily ealling for
food, which is always faithfully sup-
plied by its foster mother, even when
hemself but a little water wagtall. This
contrast between the pair in size and
independence Is ludicrons and striking
After some time the young euckoo fol-
lows its kind to the south, the old ones
ways going first.—Cor.
